The pipeline is ready 
to supply gas abroad 

The Siberia- Western Euiopa gas pipeline la all ready to supply natural 
gas abroad. At present it can pump an even larger amount than required 
by the contracts, which provide for the export of five billion cubic metres 
of natural gas tn 1984. said Boris Shchorblna, Minister of Building Enter- 
prises of the Oil and Gas Industry of the USSR. 

In replying to numerous questions at a press conlerence In Moscow on 
how the US sanctions affected the progress of construction work on the 
Siberia- Western Europe gas pipeline project, Boris Shcherbina said that 
they have backfired on US companies. According to Western press reports, 
Caterpillar Co, for one, lost about 200 million dollars In severed contracts 
wiih Soviet agencies. It was to supply pipe-layers for the project. 

Boris Shcherbina said that So- 
viet Industry began to tnanu- 
- ■ (acture pipe-layers which were 

not Inferior to foreign makes 
In terms ol performance, and 
even superior In terms of roll- 
ability in conditions in the Ex- 
trema North. 

On the request of newsmen, 
Boris Shcherbina spoke of the 
prospects for the development 
of pipeline transport In the 
USSR. The total length of long- 
distance pipelines in Ihe coun- 
try reached 225,000 kilometres. 
Every year the Soviet Union 
puls into operation pipelines 
with a capacity which Is higher 
than that of all pipelines in the 
world, tn 1981-85 alone 56,600 
kilometres oi long-distance pipe- 
lines will be built. In the next 
five-year plan an additional 
53,000 kilometres are to be laid 
Including tho second Siberia- 
Western Europe gas plpoltno,

New York. In the United Na- 
tions quarters, remarks made by 
the American delegate at the 
emergency meeting of the UN 
Committee on Relations With 
the Hosi Country ore halng 
regarded as an Insult to the 
United Nations member-stales. 

As hat been rojrorted, the 
American delegate made a 
brazen statement to the effect 
that tf United Nations members 
are unhappy with iholr recep- 
tion In the United States, l ho 
Americans were ready lo send 
them sailing off lo the East. 

This cynical statement aroused 
considerable Indignation among 
the delegates who arrived in 
New York to take part in the 
UN General Assembly session. 
Despite all this, President Rea- 
gan gave his opon support for 
this insulting remark mads by 
the US delegate. 


Athens. The Greek Govern- 
ment has turned down the 
American request to be allowed 
fo uso tho Greek airfields on 
the Island of Crete for airlifting 
military technology and equip- 
ment lo the American forces In 
Lebanon. 

In its statement, the Greek 
Government says that this deci- 
sion was taken In conformity 
with the provisions of the new 
Ore co- American agreement on 
the principles of cooperation be- 
tween tho two countries in the 
military sphere. Under these 
terms, the American bases In 
Greece, Including those on the 
Island of Crete, can be used 
only for the purposes of def- 
ines. 

Considering that the situation 


In Lebanon Is heading towards 
an expansion in the civil war, 
with the United States taking an 
immediate part In the conflict 
on the side of one ol the war- 
ring factions, the Greek Govern- 
ment would not like lo be In- 
volved even Indirectly In the 
conflict, as this may jeopardize 
friendly relations with other 
states In the Middle East and 
compromise the principles of Its 
peaceful Foreign policies. 

This decision by the Greek 
Government has found a favour- 
able response among the public 
In Greece. Scores of organiza- 
tions, alliances and democrati- 
cally oriented political parties 
declared their support for the 
decision. 


LEBANESE CIVILIANS 
PETITION U.S. CONGRESS 


Beirut, in West Beirut a mass 
anU-Amarlc&n demonstration was 
held by citizens of Beirut and 
refugees from the surrounding 
villages who are suffering from 
(lerce racket and artillery 
bombardment from ships of the 
Sixth American Fleet. 

The demonstrators, who In- 
cluded youths, women, children 
and old people as well as mem- 
bers of progressive parties, 
marched in a line which snaked 
its way for several kilometres. 
Accompanied by the roar- of 
artillery fire from American 


warships against villages In the 
area of Shuf and Aley, the 
marchers approached the US 
embassy to express their anger 
and indignation at the gross In- 
terference by Washington Into 
Lebanese Internal affairs. 

On behall ol ibe demonstra- 
tors, a delegation handed over 
a petition addressed to the US 
Congress. The petition demands 
an immediate halt or tlie Inter- 
ference Into Lebanese Internal 
affairs and an end to the bom- 
bardment of Lebanese cities, 
towns and villages.

MORE LAND 
FOR THE JAPANESE? 

Honshu, tbe main Island In tha 
Japanese Archipelago, Is not 
submerging but U slowly rising 
abovo the level of the Pacific 
Ocean. This conclusion, which 
rerutes an earlier hypothesis, 
was made by a group of Japane- 
se scientists, headed by the oce- 
anographer Professor Hlnzo Ka- 
garni. It Is based on analyses of 
soil samples taken at different 
depths from ths seabed and on 
drill probes carried out from the 
research vessel, the “Glomar 
Challenger", off the northern 
and southern Pacific coast of 
Honshu.

Education in the Far North 


There la no profession more 
respected In the Far North than 
(hat of Ihe achoolteaclier. 
Teachers have woo this reputa- 
tion by selfless work. A low do- 
cades ago none of the minor 
nationalities In the North had 
an alphabet of their own. Alter 
tho 1917 October Revolution 
thousands o! teachers from 
various regions ol tho country 
went lo the North. They were 
later replaced by teachers 
drawn from the local popula- - 
tion. The flrst local Intellectuals 
diose to be schoolteachers. 
They were educated In Moscow, 
Leningrad, Sverdlovsk, and al 
the teachers' (raining colleges 
which opened In Ihe North, In 
the mid-1970s. 

More than BO par cent of the 
teachers In this area are now 
locals. With Ihe help of Hus- 
elan linguists 'alphabets have 
been created for most .of the 
29 pedplea living In (he Far 
North and much attention Is 
paid to the teaching of native 
language and literature. 

Over the 1970s the schoola in 
the Far North completed the 
transition to a general 10-year 
education for all, to line with 
Ihe other schools In our coun- 
try. Problems remain however

CRIOGENICS FOR 
IMPROVED ROAD-MAKING 

Scientists from the clly ol 
Kharkov have invented a 
method for manufacturing 
tarmac at very low tempera- 
tures. The tarmac has already 
been used on an experimental 
stretch of road between Khar- 
kov and Sumy. 

By adding shredded rubber 
from old Oar tyres to the tradi- 
tional asphalt-concrete mixture 
the road surface Is improved: It 
becomes more elastic and long- 
lasting. The new tarmac Is im- 
pervious to sharp changes In 
temperature and to severe frosts. 
Tyres grip better on the surface 
and this makes driving easier 
and safer. 

The tarmac can also be used 
to repair roads. Ibis Is the first 
result of the “Azot" programme, 
which envisages the use of crio- 
genlcs In different branches of 
the national economy. The pro- 
gramme Is being implemented 
by scientists from the Low- 
Temperature Physics and Chem- 
istry Institute at the Ukrainian 
Academy of Sciences, 

SUM WILL FUEL BUS 

An unusual minibus has ap- 
peared In the streets of Ashkha- 
bad. capital of the Turkmenia. 
Its roof carries o miniature 
700-walt solar power plant. 

The solar energy Is converted 
Into electricity which keeps the 
nlckel-zlnc storage batteries in 
the bus constantly charged. The 
bus starts off smoothly and 
travels noiselessly. Developing 
speeds of up to 50 kph. it does 
not produce any exhaust fumes 
which could pollute the ah- A 
full charge on the batteries al- 
lows the vehicle to run up to 
100 kilometres. 

This experimental model has 
emerged as a result of research 
end development by Turkmenian 


scientists who specialize to solar 
technologies. They are staff • 
members of a laboratory at the 
All-Union Scientific Research 
Institute of Electrical Sources. 

The location oi the experiment, . 
Turkmenia, Is not accidental, as 
this republic has 240 days ol 
clear weather a year, or more 
than any other place In the 
country. 

In the daytime, the batteries 
are kept constantly charged 
creating no problems for the 
driver. At night, they can ha 
recharged at a special station 
now on blueprints. At the sta- 
tion, also, solar energy Is con* 
verted by photoelectric cells and 
fed to big storage batteries. Such 
installations can be used In 
areas without Turkmenia's 
generous sun. 

SEAWEED BREAD 

' On the shores of the White 
Sea they treat you to light, tasty 
bread which also has medicinal 
properties. This Is because a 
pinch of dried seaweed, taken 
from the bottom of the sea, has 
been added lo 1L The age-old 
recipe for Solovtsl bread has 
now been revived by bakers 
working for the Severodvinsk 
bread combine. 

This autumn more than 500 
tonnes of this valuable under- 
water plant were dispatched to 
the Arkhangelsk seaweed fac- 
tory. 

Seaweed gatherers are now 
equipped with up-to-date tools, 
as, for instance, the catamaran 
which drags a flexible steel rib- 
bon of special knives lo cut the 
weed. 

Mechanized seaweed harvest- 
ing demands new processing 
technology. Despite the ap- 
proaching Ice season on the 
While Sea the Arkhangelsk 
seaweed factory will continue to 
operate until tho r.ext harvest, 
In the factory's huge sheds they 
dry sea wands, and other sea 
vegetables. Besides being added 
to bread and pastry, these sea 
plants are also of use In the 
textile and pharmaceutical In- 
dustries.

By mastering the complicated 
iinii hods ul biotechnology. Indian 
sclenilsls have ulready scored 
tha firsl successes. ThuB, clones 
(tho hereditary homogeneous 
descend an Is nl one species) of 
papaya, which Is a valuable tropi- 
cal Inn l. and can be grown up 


to 100 tonnes per hectare, are 
being grown In an artificial 
medium at the Delhi agricultural 
research institute. Papaya Is fre- 
quently attacked by viruses, so, 
although approximately 50 per 
cent of saplings grow, they do 
not bear fruit. Also, it Is Im- 
possible to distinguish the male 
species fiom the female until 
they have started to blossom. 
But the clones help remove 
these obstacles for growing 
papaya. 

Using the same methods the 
national chemical laboratory In 
Poona has started to grow parti- 
cularly valuable species of 
rapidly growing eucalypti. Re- 
search work Is being conducted 
for obtaining highly productive 
and diseaso- resistant varieties ot 
coconut and oil-producing 
palms, sugar cane and potatoes 


ANCIENT FIND 


The fossil remnants ot a di- 
nosaur embryo were found by 
American sclenilsls near the 
clly ol Helene in Montana 
slate. According to M. Hager, 
director of the rocky mountain 
museum, it is only ihe second 
such find In 'ho history of sci- 
ence- The first fossilized embryo 
was found in the '20s and is 
kepi at the Museum of Na- 
tural History in New York. 
According to scientists the find 
relates lo the Mesozoic period.

the present-day Egyptians sawed 
bugs stone monoliths out of 
mountain rock, polished them 
and then delivered thorn to the

LASERS AND MIRRORS 

It Is now possible to take a 
look Inside the mlcrosiruclure of 
a living cell and Into the pro- 
cesses taking place deep In the 
sun thanks to original mirrors 
developed in this country with 
the help of laser technology. 
These mirrors reflect an object 
in X-rays, and not In the visible 
light. 

This also makes it possible to 
obtain fresh knowleega about 
the world. For Instance, it 
visualizes the carbon skeleton 
of a microorganism, Another 
distinctive feature of the Inven- 
tion Is that the mirrors are 
grown out of ultrathln layers 
of different chemical elements, 
the layer facing several atoms 
thin. 

The laser thin films deposition 
process opens up an opportunity 
for the production of new semi- 
conductor devices and X-ray 
optics. 

AUTOMATIC EQUIPMENT 
FOR CAS PIPELINES 

According to the Kharkov 
scientists, In the Ukraine, the 
electronic system for compres- 
sor stations of trunk gas pipe- 
lines, designed by them, will 
help solve the problem of auto- 
mation or gas transportation. 

A compressor slalion [or 
pumping gas is now being built 
approximately every 100 km. It 
Is a complete enterprise with a 
staff ol up to 250 people. Such 
stations are frequently built far 
from populated areas — III the 
taiga, among boggy lands and In 
the desert. Therefore, settle- 
ments have to be built lo house 
personnel and additional ex- 
penses are borne. They are 
reduced considerably by auto- 
mating gas transportation. 

The Information and meas- 
uring system, designed in Khar- 
kov, collects numerous data 
about the technical condition of 
the installation and units of the 
compressor station. By means of 
telemechanics It IB suggested 
that Information be transmitted 
to the central control panel, 
from where the work of several 
stations will be controlled.

SOVIET 
RED CROSS: 
WHAT HAS 
BEEN DONE 

The Alliance a! the Red Cross 
and Red Crescent Societies of 
Ihe USSR was 60 this year. This 
voluntary organization has more 
lhan 116 million member's. Vale- 
ry BALTIISKY, Chairman ot the 
Red Crara Executive Committee, 
speaks about Its work. 

To begin with, here are some 
figures. The Red Cross move- 
ment In Rnsala was founded 
back in the middle ol Ihe 19th 
contury- Today each constituent 
republic has lie national socie- 
ties. There are more than 
415,000 such organizations thro- 
ughout the country. 

One of their main tasks tiaB 
always bean and continues to be 
one ot providing help to doc- 
tors in protecting people's 
health. Public Inspectors (there 
are already about one million 
ol them) see to Industrial and 
agricultural sanitary conditions 
and also those In educational 
establishments and children's 
Institutions. This saves doctors' 
time and, what is Just as bn. 
porlanl, exercises control over 
environment every day and 
every hour. 

The Red Crosa has established 
the children's health sot vice. 
Funds Irom II were used to build 

the Artek health -Improveinenl 

camp nn Ihe Black Sea const In 
Ihe Crimen. Now It Is a ma|or 
International recreation cent re 
lor schoolchildren. Younq PLo 
neer camps have been set up In 
the but resorts and country 
zones. 

Our resources in helping war 
and labour Invalids, sick people 
oo their own and Iho aged are 
Increasing from year to year. In 
I960 a special service nl visiting 
nurses was set up, annually 
leaking alter 170,000 patients 
fulfilling the doctor’s orders and 
helping In other ways. 

The Soviet Red Cross does nut 
only help Soviet citizen* Many 
areas ol the world have been tilt 
by natural disasters Ld recent 
years. Somalia, Ethiopia, Chad 
and the People's Democratic Re- 
public ol Yemen have suffered 
from a prolonged drought.

Fate seemed lo bo sending 
Alexander one trial after another. Aa soon aa the doctors permitted 
he resumed ballet dess. Day after day, fighting oil his pain, weak- 
ness and tiredness, be repeated the exercises, while slowly recover- 
ing the flexibility and lightness lost during the Illness. In private, 
Gorbatzevlch Is reserved and quiet, using words sparingly. On stage, 
he Is amazingly elegant, and so exquisite aa to be considered aris- 
tocratic In his dandng style. His turns are lightning last and his 
jumps very high, which allowed one of the critics to note that "the 
dancer has s splendid capacity lo overcome the force ol the earth's 
gravitation". The young man's dandng manner has a distinct pre- 
cision snd clarity of execution. His repertoire Includes various 
roles— both classical and modern— the exquisite and masterful 
Osvsld In the ballet by Jlrovec and Carala dl Colobrano, “Nathalie, 
or the Swiss Milkmaid", the myateriong magldau Prospero Alpanus 
in Karefnlkov's "Magic Jacket", a choreographic version of 
"Klein Zoches", the famous fairytale by Hoffmann, sensitive Ro- 
meo and Ike sharp, Ironic and even sarcastic Mercullo, in "Romeo 
and Juliet" to Prokofiev's music. 

Alexander Gorbatzevlch is a dancer who possesses an amazingly 
modern dandng Intonation. Tkla has enabled him to lend apodal 
colour to hh performances of classical fragments from the ballets 
"La Sylphtdo", “Don Quixote", and u La Bayadere", and makes him 
sensitive to the choreographic techniques of modern ballet masters, 
the art directors ol the ensemble— Natalya Kasatkina, Vladimir Va- 
silyov, snd of Maurice Bo] art and Roland Petit. Whatever he dancea, 
we can always sense his desire to not only perform the technically 
complicated passages with perfection, but also lo master plastic 
tocbnlquea snd create a credible Image In every part he dances. 

First and foremost ballet Is beauty, says Gorbatzevlch. 1 see human 
perfection la the art of the ballet.
